20 Percent Tax Cut Impossible — 


If Strike Lasts Long, Experts Say 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28—(INS) 
Government fiscal experts said 
Thursday that the 2U percent in- 
come tax cut promised some 
Republican leaders m Congress 
¢would -have tobe abandoned, if 
there is a fong soft-coal shutdéWi. 

They sa.i the resulting indus 
trial paral* sis would give a down- 
ward jolt to business which might 
hasten a récession and greatly re- 
duce Government revenues from 
present taxes. 

There would be little chance of 
a balanced budget even with 
present taxes, they added, despite 
economies which would pare Gov- 
ernment spending to the bone in 
the next fiscal year, which begins 
July 1. 

Sen. Taylor, Democrat, Idaho, 
sees “an urgent need” for tax re- 
duction for persons in the lower 
and middle income groups. 

He recommended increasing per- 
sonal exemptions so that a family 


of four would have a total exemp- 
tion of $3,000 instead of $2,000 as 


in tax rates for lower and middle 
incomes and repeal of all excise 
levies except those on luxuries. 
Taylor said:

Mayor Cobb said in commenting 
on the editorial that the Com- 
missioners felt the two papers | 
which took revenue from Phenix 
City should put something back, 
and the license fee was the only 
way to tax them. He said news- 
paper clean-up campaigns had 
nothing to do with passage of the 
license law, “because they (the 
sedger-Enquirer papers) don’t at- 
tack us any more than they do 
their own government over in Co- | 
lumbus.

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Report From the Mine Towns 


We present below a brief news story 
from Pittsburgh, Pa. 

It explains, more directly than can any 
editorial, the strength which John L. 
Lewis has, the power he possesses over 
those who worship and follow him. In 
the coal fields, his word is Jaw. His miners 
will not dig coal even if they starve> Their 
condition today is bad enough. Without 
his protection it would be worse, as the 
history of coal mining in the past so vivid- 
ly proves. 

But their present condition—and their 
unfailing confidence in his leadership— 
would seem to make John L. Lewis the 
most humble searcher after a quick and 
speedy formula for peace in coal. And 
not just peace for a year, with another 
strike at the end of it, but peace for a 
long time to come so that the miners in 
s0 vital an mdustry may know, them- 
selves. peace and security. 

The news story is as follows: 

PITTSBURGH — (INS) — A meager 
Thanksgiving Day dinner was in the off- 
ing tonight for thousands of the nation’s 
soft coal miners. 

Pay envelopes are slim, absent. 
Credit has been stopped in most all West 


or 


Virginia stores, as well as in other South- 
ern coal mining States. 

Miners’ wives looked with gloom to a 
bleak day of thanks. A-chopped meat and 
sausage menu will grace the tables in 
many miners’ homes. 

The usual Thanksgiving Day “trim- 
mings” are out. Most miners will draw 
their last pay Saturday... and, incident- 
ally, only six to eight days’ pay at that. 

Mrs. Esther Cecconi,; of Osage, W. Va., 
a typical digger’s wife, said her credit has 
been stopped by the mining town store, 
SO: 

“We'll have stew tomorrow, that is, if 
we can get some meat ... my husband 
has not worked steady for a long time. 
Now the strike.” 

She remarked wearily: 

“It has been pretty hard on us and 
we just can’t afford anything better. It 
isn’t so much my husband and I that care. 
It’s the seven children.” 

A West Virginia store manager, Frank 
Baroni, of Pursglove, stocked up on tur- 
key, ducks and chickens. 

“Now nobody has any money,” he la- 
mented, “and it looks like I’m stuck with 
them.” 


Farmers Will Suffer Under GOP Rule 


Sen. Dick Russell has most adequately 
refuted professed spokesmen of Southern 
farmers who have been chortling over 
the recent Republican congressional vic- 
tories. 

Some of these self-anointed messiahs, 
even the ones who for years have been 
running on, Democratic tickets, have 
oyined openly that GOP control will be 
a good thing for farmers, even though 
they live in the solid South. 


Sen. Russell thinks otherwise. And 


with good reason and precedent. 

“We have ofttimes had things to come 
plain about under the Democratic admin- 
istration, but under it the Southern farmer 
much better deal than can reason- 

be expected under a Republican ad- 


ministration,” he told the Georgia Farm 
Bureau Federation recently. in Macon. 
“For example, the sectional crops of cot- 
ton and peanuts have fared better in na- 
tional legislation under the Democratic 
administration than they are likely to fare 
in the next two years. Under the Demo- 
crats, the commodity loan on cotton was 
fixed at 99% percent of parity, a higher 
rate than was allowed any other crop. 
It will be difficult to hold such advan- 
tages inthe future.” 

Let Southern farmers not be fooled. 
However much the cause for complaint 
under Democratic rule, Republican con- 
trol will only mean an even greater dis- 
regard for the farmer’s welfare in general 
and the Southern farmer’s welfare in par- 
ticular.

Created Before 1932 


Just to be sure, I have looked in the history 

| books and, sure enough, just as I seemed to 

I. recall, the world was created before the late 
Franklin D. Roosevelt became President. 


Its rivers were running, its mountains were all formed. It was 
not even a smoking mass of cooling lava. It was all here: Weal 
and woe, warp and woof, pro and con, gog and magog. 


And so were our “problems,” including the one generally desig- 
nated as “the labor problem.” 


It should be obvious to any person willing to think about it, 
that the late Franklin D. Roosevelt didn’t create the present labor 
troubles. He may have handled them badly. But, at most, the 
actions of his administrations can have done no more than aggra- 
vate them in one way or another. 


The Congress of the United States usually reflects the pulse beat 
of the people, as do elections that produce members of Congress. 
So, it is ridiculous to try to explain away a problem, which has been 
developing since the early days of the republic by saying Franklin 
Roosevelt created it. , 


Essence Any person who fails to see that the essence of the 

problem all through the years has been the slow 
change of labor relations from treating labor as a commodity, to 
be bought in time of need and left on the shelf in other times, to 
that: of a personal relationship, simply ignores facts and goes off 
chasing his prejudices. 


The labor struggle, and unions, have come along because of 
the worker’s fear of unemployment. The terror of being out of 
work haunts him and it. also fills him with a restless recklessness. 
That remains the essence of it today. It was this fear and terror 
during the 1932-36 depression years which put on our books the 
laws we have, some of which need revision today. They were 
rushed to the books because, added to the weight of the industrial 
workers, were several millions of white-collar workers, whose jobs 
usually are.relatively secure, but who also were out of work. This 
created a public opinion which swept Congress with it.’ That is 
why the furiously debated guaranteed annual wage is being pushed 


today in the great industries where the employe is anonymous. The 


worker who is employed where he is known as a person still can 
go it on his own, but the anonymous worker who is one of 50,000 
or more has lost his individualism and has, out of necessity, de- 
veloped the herd instinct for security. 


4 RY Labor attained its new strength so quickly 
Irresponsibility that it was overwhelmed in so far as its 
leadership was concerned. It also developed the custom of ne- 
gotiating on an industry-wide basis. This had, and has, an element 
of unfairness. The individual businessman, as separated from 
large corporations, is negotiating over something which concerns 
him directly as an individual. It is his property and he himself 
has got to make it go or lose it. Too often, in the case of negotia- 
tions ‘covering a whole industry, the union negotiators overlook 
special. conditions. The movies, for instance, found themselves 
dealing with a Browne and Bioff. In other unions, which before 
had been small and of little consequence and had failed, during 
prohibition days in the hands of racketeers, there was greatly ex- 
panded power to deal on an industry basis, say, in all the building 
trades. There were abuses of unionism and union strength which 
were vile and un-American, to say nothing of being racketeering 
in the worst form. 


Neither labor nor capital can point to any great amount: of 
statesmanship in leadership. Labor offers the worst picture, with 
a brawling CIO and AFL and many independent unions. This 
brought about a mad scramble for power which still goes on. In 
fact, it makes up a part of the present tragedy in which unemploy- 
ment grows and.the Nation’s economic machinery is being de- 
stroyed. It is being reflected far across the seas where Com- 
munism will gain at the expense of our economic disorder, violence 
and Jack of American goods. John L. Lewis knows that unem- 
ployment in steel and autos, two CIO unions he wants to raid, will 
give him more opportunity. Truly it may be said that labor has 
offered little or no statesmanship in leadership except in isolated, 
local instances. 


But for any person to attempt to date America’s labor troubles 
from the time of Franklin D. Roosevelt is farcical in the extreme 
and can only be put down as an attempt to flog an old prejudice 
at the expense of public understanding.

Thus the world moves on in its process of material advance- 
ment. Technology reveals almost overnight new wonders and we 
do not laugh in disbelief at any prediction of things to come. The 
fantasies of Buck Rogers are no longer fit only for a comic strip, 
they are too likely to become reality in the not-so-distant future 
to be laugh material. 


One average life span is actually but a short 
time. 


In One Lifetime 


For myself, I do not consider myself, as yet, a really old man. 
Getting along, obvioudly, t still considerably short of the Bibli- 
cal scale of three score years and ten. 


Yet in my own time I can recall when almost all home lighting 
was the incandescent gas system. In my boyhood the home lit by 
electricity was rare, a novelty. nie. 


I remember seeing the first motion pictures—side show adjunct 
to an exhibition, with a féw short scenes of moving trains, running 
men, etc. 


I remember the first automobile I ever saw. I was about 12 
years old at the time. 


At that time the telephone was a novelty, not new, but so 
strange it was found in very few homes. 


I recall the marvel we thought it when a ship at sea for the 
first time sent a message by wireless telegraphy. I remember the 
coming of radio. I recall the crystal set I operated and my pride 
when, with the little wire hair, I found a spot on that crystal which 
made audible words or music broadcast from a nearby station. 


If I recall correctly, the story of that first flight by the Wright 
Brothers of a heavier-than-air machine, at Kittyhawk, N. C., did 


not make the top banner line on the paper for which I then worked. . 


Front page, yes, but not top position. . 


I could go on, remembering scyres of the everyday gadgets and 
conveniences of 1946, whic’ would have seemed, if anyone had 
predicted them when I was young, as fantastic and impossible 
as we today consider interplanetary space travel. 


And it is a very few years since atomic fission was listed as one 
of the real impossibilities, a problem even science could never 
solve. 


Different Story 1 seems to me that man has made far 


slower progress, over the same span of years, 
in affairs of the spirit than he has on the material side of life. 
The tangible values have far outstripped the intangibles in better- 
ment. 


True, today men are trying, through the UNO, to create an 
agency that shall make war nothing but a sad page in human 
history, a thing outlawed, unthinkable. 


In my youth, though, we did not think very much of elaborate 
programs to secure lasting peace for the simple reason we never 
thought of war between nations we optimistically classed as civil- 
ized as a possibility. We rather took it for granted that intelligent 
peoples would never again descend to the savagery of war. That 
was something relegated to the lesser tribes, alone. 


I can remember, though, how joyfully, how optimistically, we 
hailed the international disarmament proposal made by the Czar 
of Russia. 


Perhaps it was only my own youthful ignorance, my carefree 
blindness to what was going on, but the world of today does seem 
to be plagued with more and worse problems than was the world 
of my youth. 


Mankind, through the centuries, has progressed a little way 
along the path to more perfect understanding of his fellowmen, a 
little nearer to the realization of his dream of world-wide brother- 
hood. But only a little way

Others 
fell on their knees and begged for 
mercy. Mothers shielded: their 
babies wtih their own bodies as 
long as they could. The walls 
were splattered with blood, and 
scars on the masonry told with 
what force the swords had struck.

War has not become more terri- 


fying, but only more noisy, costly 
and devastating. Most modern 
men would rather face the bul- 
lets of enemies a mile away than 
the razor-sharp swords and spears 
of blood-crazed men at arm's 
length. 


IN PEACE, as in war, fear and 
imagination make every bad thing 
seem worse than it is. 

This Atomic Age is not as fear- 
ful as the Dark Ages, when the 
bubonic plague and every other 
infectious and contagious disease 
combined with ignorance 
brutal strife to wipe out half of 
Europe.

Rep. Eugene Cox 
New Minority Leader? 


WASHING TON—Southern Democrats, who 

will be in undisputed control of the party in the 

Lower House when the new Congress meets in 

January, are giving informal consideration to a proposal that Rep. 

John McCormack, of Massachusetts, be replaced as Democratic 
leader, 

To this end, the name of Rep. Eugene Cox, of Georgia, has been 
suggested as a likely candidate of the Southern group. 

Ordinarily the post of Minority Leader would fall automatically 
to Speaker of the House Sam Rayburn, of Texas, the ranking Dem- 
ocratic office holder. He has indicated, however, that he will not be 
a candidate for the minority leadership. 


When the new body meets, Speaker Rayburn plans to step down 
from his present position and play the role of elder statesman in 
the next Congress, without associating himself actively in party 
leadership matters. 


Unless the Democrats show some prospect of returning to 
power in 1948, he will probably not be a candidate to succeed 
himself in the House, retiring after the expiration of his present 
term, 

It is for this reason that Southern elements have put forward 


one of their own, Rep. Cox, to succeed him. 

The Georgia Congressman is one of the ablest 
Able Member and most popular members of the Lower House. 
He enjoys a personal popularrtty that extends beyond the bitter 
opposition he has waged at times against some of the more liberal 
measures of the old New Deal program. 

Usually he was able to gather under his wing enough conserv- 
ative Southern members and Republicans to offset the normal! 
Democratic majority. In that way he has become something of an 
issue as between conservative and liberal elements of the party in 
the House. 

None of this has seemed to affect his personal popularity. He 
has a sincerity of manner about him that makes for holding fast 
friends. Even those who differ with him continue, for the most 
part, to hold him in high personal esteem. 

Yet with his undisputed personal popularity and his ability 
it has seemed to many that ®& would be a mistake for the Demo- 
crats to select Rep. Cox as Minority Leader. The reasons for this 
belief are two-fold: 

First, because to defeat Rep. McCormack, who is next in line 
in view of Speaker Rayburn’s disinclination to serve, would tend 
to arouse bitterness in the party’s House organization. 

And, second, because the election of the Georgia conservative 
would be equivalent to waving a red flag in the face of the 


liberals. 

Rep. Cox’s selection would be widely hailed 
Southern Control as evidence of the Southern conservative 
wing of the party taking over control. It would be resented by 
liberal and pro-labor elements which have been affiliated with the 
Democratic party. It would be designed to create a schism in the 
ranks of the party which would be difficult to heal before 1948. 

Some party leaders who see the possibility of a Cox-McCormack 
fight developing over the minority leadership have sought to per- 
suade Speaker Rayburn to forego his announced plans for stepping 
down. At the moment there seems little prospect that this can 
be done. 7 

Speaker Rayburn could have the office without a struggle. But 
he has stated that the position does not interest him. He is support- 
ing Rep. McCormack, although an equally close friend of Rep. 
Cox. : 
Thus far the Georgia Congressman has not committed himself 
about the matter. He has merely listened to overtures on both 
sides that he run or not run. 

Having the best interests of the party at heart, those who are 
close to him believe that his final decision will be against allowing 
the use of his name in a contest over the post. 

It is quite possible that he could be chosen to replace Mr. Me- 
Cormack, if he made an active canvass for the office. But when 
all of the factors are finally weighed it is believed that he will 
disassociate himself with the movement. To do otherwise might 
jeopardize the party’s chances of putting up some semblance of 
a united front in the crucial Presidential campaign that lies two 
years ahead.

Whats Wrong 
With Your Family? 


In this month's issue of the Atlantic, a maga- 
zine which I read sparingly for fear it will sprain 
. the brain, there is a very good piece by a Mrs. 
Della D. Cyrus, a wife and mother, 

The title of Mrs. Cyrus’ article is “What Is Wrong With the Fam- 
ily?’—-there being something obviously wrong with the family, or 
there wouldn't be so many divorces. 

The main thing wrong with the family, according to Mrs. Cyrus, 
is the family itself. It is an archaic form of association unsuitable, 
she says, for this modern world. It was all right, in fact it was a 
fine way of life a hundred years ago, maybe, when it “provided its 
members with work, food, clothing, shelter, education, love, com- 
panionship, religion and social life.’ Now the world has changed 
to the point where the family provides its members with none of 
these things except love and companionship, and, according to Mrs. 
Cyrus, these wear pretty thin under the harassment of having to 


obtain the others outside the family circle. 
Modifier In fact, the only reason modern marriages survive 
at all under the family system, she says, is because 
there is no substitute for it. There is no other way by which two 
people who love each other can live together and have children with- 
out arousing the indignation of the neighbors; and she does not sug- 
gest a new way by which this may be accomplished. She merely 
recommends a modification of the present set-up. 


When she starts listing the failings of the present system she is 
voicing complaints that millions of husbands hear every night when 
they come home. For instance: 


““Modern conveniences, while freeing woman from back-breaking 
tasks, have increased enormously her petty cleaning up tasks. The 
number of things which modern women have to wash, polish, iron 
and sterilize, and the number of times they have to do it, have mul- 
tiplied to the point where many housewives spend most of their 
time cleaning one thing or another. ... The pretty phrases of the 
magazine ads which call the housewife the Queen of the Kitchen, 
the Princess of the Parlor, and so on, fall sourly on the ears of the 
homemaker. She knows better. She knows she is “the unhired help” 
doing the hack work of the world... with a multitude of petty 


cares which leave her feeling futile, menial and lonely.” 
One not so petty care is the task of raising children in 


Blast urban surroundings, particularly children of preschool age. 
The modern passion for cleanliness and order slams headon into the 
child's natural impulses to dip the cat in the flour barrel and then 
turn him loose on the rug. The old belief that a mother should 
“stay home with her children” also draws a blast from Mrs. C. Too 
much of that and the mother and child will both go nuts, she says. 


“Mother and children,” she says, “are constantly at cross-pur- 
poses, because the children, if they are normal, are bent on noise, 
mess, dirt and destruction, while she is struggling to create quiet, 
order and cleanliness. ... Nor is there any time or place, from her 
children’s waking in the morning to their going to bed at night 
which the mother can count on as her own to rest or read, to collect 
her thoughts, to regain her perspective and her self-respect...” 

So, and many a Mama will recognize the gospel truthfulness of 
this—'‘'she drags helplessly about the work of her house; her chil- 
dren bump into her, spill things, write on the walls, fall down, cry, 
whine, fight and require a thousand attentions which she stops her

interrupted. The telephone and doorbells ring. Something boils over 
on the stove, the puppy howls to go out and makes a puddle, and 
the man to read the meter pounds on the back door.” 


Enter Pop So Papa comes home, night after night, and the chil- 

dren are crying and the living room is a shambles 
and dinner isn’t ready and his wife snaps at him to quit reading his 
paper and lend a hand, and he, poor guy, not quite understanding 
what she has been through all day, decides variously that she is the 
nervous type, or that women are funny, or that life is hell, and 
escapes from the joint as fast and as soon as he can get fed, to go 
bowling, or something worse; and Mama stays home seething and 
the first thing they both know the whole business blows up in the 
divorce courts and it was nobody’s fault, really, but the fault of the 
system, 

Mrs. Cyrus had some recommendations. She thought it would 
“be nice if communities could get together and set up a sort of child 
center, to be run on a 24-hour basis, where little Johnny could be 
packed off to in the morning and kept, under supervision, playing 
happily with other young, until Mama got her housekeeping duties 
squared away and could come get him and play with him and en- 
joy him. She thought that maybe such a place, too, could operate a 
community kitchen, where, when Mama didn’t feel like preparing 
a meal, she could send out and get one sent in, all hot and ready 
to serve. Some such arrangement as that, she figures, would keep 
the lady of the house from being plumb frazzled out, day after day, 
seven days a week, for with it there might be some sort of com- 
munity house cleaning setup arranged. 

There are, she admits, a thousand objections to it. But, she says, 
the family system as it operates now is crashing about our ears, 
and we've got to do something—and do it quick. 
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work to give. She forgets what she was trying to do before she was’ Barnes said:

Both books purport to present 
original material proving the ex- 
istence in the United States of a

the nation but against the dignity 
and liberties of “minorities.” The 
method in both cases follows an 
assumption that all 
who opposed Roosevelt’s foreign 
policy and fought the Communist 
treachery were Fascists because 
Roosevelt and the Communists 
were outwardly anti-Fascist. That 
many of Roosevelt's “progressive” 
measures were taken from the 
book of Fascism and that Josef 
Stalin joined Adolf Hitler in start- 
ing the recent war as Hitler’s ally 
are facts forgotten in the nimble 
and convenient reasoning of De- 
rounian and those implicated with 
him, For convenience, and of 
desperate necessity, Stalin and 
Russia turned “anti-Nazi” after 


June 22, 1941, and, by develop- 
ment, those Americans who were

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In Germany's Economy 


W ASHINGTON—Democrats on the Senate War 
Investigating Committee apparently have blocked, 
at least temporarily, a Republican proposal to in- 


vestigate the American Military Government in Germany. 

Secretary Byrnes and other Administration officials protested, and 
to their opposition was added that of a powerful Republican, Sen. 
Vandenberg, who is to be Chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations 


Committee in the new Congress. 

Opposition -was on the ground 
that such an inquiry would ad- 
versely affect conduct of our for- 
eign policy at this critical stage. 
This has to do largely with politi- 
cal aspects of our policy. 

But there is a phase of Ameri- 
can policy on the economic level 
that surely should be investigated, 
and that can be done without any 
junket to Germany or without. any 
“poking around” there by a con- 
gressional committee. 


WHAT INFLUENCE the big 
business, big financial complexion 
of some of our representatives in 
Germany. has had in economic af- 
fairs in that country should be de- 
termined. That leads directly to 
the problem of former German 
cartels: have they been put out of 
business, or are they gradually 
coming back with the acquiescence 
of American officials associated 
with industries or financial houses 


that formerly had ties with Ger- 


man cartels before the war? 

This vital issue of German car- 
tels has been kept somewhat in 
the background. A year and a 


‘half ago there was revealed here 
‘in a series of dispatches the big 


business and financial caliber of 
various American officials charged 
with economic phases of German 
policy, as well as connection of 
some of them with industries that 
formerly had tie-ups with German 
cartels. 


THE LIST WAS headed by 
Brig.

UNDER-ICE BASES 


Pole Is Asset, 
Peace or War, 


Wilkins Says 


By JOHN COURIC 
There is little likelihood of war 


between the United States and 
Russia, but, should conflict come, 
the top of the world would be a 
No Man’s Land between two na- 
tions locked in battle. 

For aggressive forces, by travel- 
ing under the Arctic Ice, could 
operate and establish bases 
screened from the probing eyes of 
radar and other electronic instru- 
ments. 

Such are the opinions of Sir Hu- 
bert Wilkins, Polar explorer and 
meteorologist, who spent his 
Thanksgiving here between en- 
gagements of a current lecture 
tour. 

Wilkins, who is familiar with 
Arctic exploration both on, above 
and under the ice, explained in an 
interview the importance of estab- 
lishing strategic artillery positions 
comparatively close to an enemy.

Robust Winter Vegetables Offer 
Flavor, Health-Giving Vitamins 


By SALLY SAVER 


Though Winter vegetables do 


not have the delicateness of those 
gathered from the Spring and 
Summer garden they should nei- 
ther be underestimated nor taken 
for granted. Because we must, In 
Winter as in Summer, depend 
largely upon fruits and vegetables 
for the vitamins which balance 
the diet and. furnish protection 
against the ills that may attend 
Winter’s changing and treacher- 


ous moods. 

Most of the Fall and Winter 
vegetable group fall in the 
“strong-juiced” category, though 
parsnips, carrots, celery, eggplant 
and the sweet potato while defi- 
nite in character are far from 
strong in flavor. And the strong 
flavor of the cabbage group can 
be minimized by quick and short 
cooking. Cauliflower, broccoli and 
cabbage should be dropped in rap- 
idly boiling salted water and 
cooked only until barely tender, 
not soft. Overcooking of these 
members of the cabbage family 
develops strong flavors and makes 
digestion difficult because it 
causes unfavorable chemical 
changes in the vegetable. They are 
delicately flavored and easily di- 
gested when subjected to about 
10 minutes of quick cooking. 

Broccoli is considered quite a 
delicacy when served with Hol- 
landaise sauce, though a dash of 
lemon juice and melted butter 
seems to me, completely adequate 
for a seasonng. Giant stalks of 
tender California celery now in 
our produce markets in abundant 
supply are valued by the hostess 
for the hors d’oeuvres and relish 


tray, but braised celery or creamed , 
hot 


celery makes an excellent 
vegetable, too. But here are ideas 
and specific recipes for making 
Winter vegetables into delicious 
dishes. The first recipe helps tu 
use whatever turkey can- be cut 
from the bones*after Thanksgiv- 
ing. 

TURKEY, CELERY CASSEROLE 


2 cups chopped celery 

4 tablespoons turkey fat 

4 tablespoons flour 

2 teaspoons salt 

Dash of pepper 

2 teaspoons melted butter or 
margarine 

1 cup turkey stock (May be 
made from bouillon cube), 

14 cup milk 

14 cup water drained from cel- 
ery 

2 cups diced cooked turkey 

1 cup corn flakes 


Cook celery until tender; drain, 
saving water. Heat turkey fat; stir 
in flour, salt and pepper. Grad- 
ually add turkey stock, milk and 
water drained from celery. Cook 
until thickened, stirring constant- 
ly. Spread layer of turkey in 
greased casserole. Add layer of 
celery, another layer of chicken 
and so on. Pour sauce over top. 
Sprinkle with corn flakes which 
have been’ crushed into fine 
crumbs and mixed with melted 
butter. Bake in moderately hot

oven (400 degrees F.) about 10 
minutes or until thoroughly heated. 
Yield: 6 servings. 


CREAMED CELERY 

3 cups celery 

2 cups boiling salted water 

2 bouillon cubes 

4 tablespoons margarine or but- 
ter 

4 tablespoons flour 

Milk 


Cook celery in the boiling salted 
water with the bouillon cubes un- 
Drain, saving stock. 
Melt margarine, blend in flour, 
add milk to reserved stock to make 
2 cups. Add to flour and marga- 
rine mixture and cook until thick- 
ened. Combine with celery. Just 
before serving, add a few salted 
almonds. 


PARSNIP PUFF 

3 pounds parsnips 

1 onion 

3 tablespoons flour

Cut the parsnips 2 or 3 times 
lengthwise.

It's a Mistake 
To Make Work 


Of Streamliners 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

Today’s shaper-uppers are pat- 
terned after the Hollywood stream- 
liners, so you know they are on 
the beam. 

But I don’t have to go out of 
my way to sell you exercises to- 
day. If you ate too much yester- 


day, you feel fat in the middle, 
and you’re eager to get back that 
nice, slim, fit feeling. So, let’s be 
about it... 

Ease into your exercises. It’s 
always a mistake to make work of 
streamliners; the take-it-easy kin: 
are just as effective. Start with 
straight stretching , 

Lying on back on floor, both 
arms stretched up on floor over- 
head, both feet down. Now ease 
into the stretch by pulling up with 
the right arm, and pushing down 
with the right foot—p-u-l-]. Let go. 
Then pull up with left arm and 
push down with the right foot, 
slowly and stretchily. Repeat as 
many times as you like, but three 
will do nicely. 

Now push upward with both 
arms strongly and push down 
with both feet and pull both ends 
against the middle measurement, 
centering the stretch through the 
middle of the figure. 

To stretch on the bias, cross 
the right leg lazily over the other, 
toe touching floor, and stretch 
strongly upward with right arm 
and down with the right leg. This 
gives a definite cross. stretch 
through the midriff. Now stretch 
left leg across and pull slim along 
the left side. 

Now you will be ready for more 
vigorous action, so we'll swing into 
the familiar side-scissors, a favo- 
rite exercise of mine because it 
gets at all those lazy middle mus- 
cles, tones the muscles of the ab- 
domen and slims hips and thighs. 

Lying on the side, head rest- 
ing comfortably on outstretched 
arm, legs straight down, one rest- 
ing on top of the other, For bal- 
ance you might like to brace your 
other hand on the floor in front 
of chest. 

Lift your legs up just enough 
for clearance and swing freely, 
one leg swinging back, the other 
leg swinging forward. Swing 
rhythmically for 10 or so counts 
—no set number—then relax and 
roll] over on the other side and 
swing from that side to help wear 
down the fat pad on the other 
side. 

From this same position, on 
side, raise top leg comfortably high 
in the air and make circles, cir- 
cling from the hip, knees straight 
and swinging rhythmically. Circle 
for a bit in one direction then re- 
verse the circles. Change sides and 
circle to the right and left with 
the other leg. 

Doing these exercises just three 
consecutive days will help you 
feel infinitely slimmer!

Mr. Kane, as readers of his book 
could logically suspect, is a native 
of New Orleans, an outstanding 
authority on the Louisiana he 
knows so well, and a foremost 
writer of the South.

“Horace Greeley: Printer, Edi- 
tor, Crusader” (Putnam’s) by 
Henry Luther Stoddard.—A new 
biography by one who himself has 
attained distinction as a journal- 
ist—the author of “As I Knew 
Them: Presidents and Politics 
from Grant to Coolidge,” and “It 
Costs To Be President.” 


“Man—The Maker: A Pictorial 
Record of Man’s Inventiveness” 
(Creative Age Press) by Eileen J. 
Garrett and Abril Lamarque.—Im- 
portant scientific developments 
since man lighted his first fire, 


told largely in pictures, but with || 


enough interesting and informa- 
tive text. 


A VOLUME designed to make it 
possible for modern readers to fol- 
low Shakespeare with increased 
pleasure is “Shakespeare Arranged 
for Modern Reading” (Double- 
day), edited by Van H. Cartmell 
and Frank W. Cody, and illus: 
trated by. Rockwell Kent. Leaving 
the celebrated lines intact, this 
new book gives the story of plays 
and poems. Abstruse and obsolete 
passages have, however, been 
omitted and the continuity is main- 
tained by the editors in a manner 
similar to that employed by Burns 
Mantle in his “Best Plays” collec- 
tions. 


THE CELEBRATION of the 
ninetieth birthday of the great 
vegetarian, George Bernard Shaw, 
not yet forgotten, a new book of 
which he must violently disap- 
prove has been announced. It is 
“Not By Bread Alone” (Macmil- 
lan), in which the explorer, Vilh- 
jalmur Stefansson,. beats the 
drums for a meat and fish diet.

Foreshadows 
Retirement 


NANKING, China, Nov. 28— 
(UP)—Generalissimo Chiang Kali- 
shek, head of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment since 1928, Thursday 
foreshadowed his own political re- 
tirement in a speech marking 
presentation of a new Chinese 
Constitution to. the National As- 
sembly. 

“I am now 60 years old,” Chiang 
told the assembled delegates, ‘‘too 
Old to shoulder any longer great 
political responsibility. Starting 
from today, the Kuomintang (Gov- 
ernment Party) will begin giving 
up political power and responsi- 
bility to the people.” 3 

Chiang’s statement was inter- 
preted as a guarantee to the Na- 
tional Assembly that he would re- 
linquish the dictatorial political 
power .he has held as soon as 
China is well set on the way to 
the Constitutional Government 
Which the National Assembly is 
empowered to create. 

“For the last 20 years I have 
been working for the people and 
the state, not for my personal am- 
bition,” the Generalissimo said in 
a 30-minute speech. 

He told the delegates that the 
new Constitution draft, drawn up 
by the political consultative as- 
sembly last January, invests the 
President of China with far great- 
er powers than the President of 
other countries and added: 

“Therefore we must see that 
these powers are properly used to 
assure that our system will not
